rentines and huge Hulkes of other countries : 
were by thirtie of her Maieſties owne ſhippes 
of warre, and a few of our owne Marchants, 
by the wiſe, valiant, and moſt aduantagious 
conduction of the L.Charles Howard, high Ad- 
| mirall of England, beaten and ſhuffeled togi- 
*. ther, cuen from the Lizard in Cornwall: firſt to 
:  Portland,where they ſhametully left Don Pedro 
ac Valdes, with his mightie ſhippe : from Port- 

Lindto Cales, where they loſt Huzode Monca- 
do, with the Gallias of which he was Caprain, 

and from Cates , driuen with ſquibs from their 


anchors,

anchors : were chaſed out of the ſight of Eng- 
land,tound about Scotlandand Ireland. Where 
for the ſympathie of their barbarous religion, 
hoping to finde ſuccourand aſſiſtance: a great 
part of them were cruſht againſt the rocks,and 
thoſe other that landed, being verie manie in 
number, were notwithſtanding broken, ſlaine, 
and taken, ando ſent from village to village 
coupled in halters to be ſhipped into Englad, 
Where her Maicſtie of her Princely & inuin- 
cible diſpoſition, diſdaining to put them to 
death, and ſcorning cither to-retaine or enter- 
taine them : were all ſent backeagaine to their 
countries,to witneſle and recountthe worth 
achicuements. of their inuincible and drea 
full Nauy.Ofwhich the number of ſouldiers, 
the fearefull burthen of their ſhippes,the com- 
manders names of cucrie ſquadron, with all 
other theirmagaſines of prouiſions, were put 
in print, as an Army & Nauy vnreliſtible, and 
di(daining preuention. With all which fo 
grcatand terriblean oſtentation, they did not 
in all their ſailing rounde about England, fo 
- much asſinke or take one ſhip, Barke,Pinnes, 
or Cockbore of ours : orcuer burntſo much 
| as one ſheepecore of this land. Whenas on the 
contrarie, Syr Francs Drake, with only 8 00. 
ſouldiers not long before, landed intheirIn- 
dics,and forced Santiago,Santo Daminge,Carta. 
'gena, and the Fortes of Florida. | 
And atter that, Syr lohn Norris marched

The laſt fi 14 of the 


from Peniche in Portugal, with a handfull of 
ſouldiers, to the gates of L:ibone, being abouc 
40. Engliſh miles. Where the Earle of Eſſex 
himſelfe and other valiant Gentlemen, braued 
the Cittic of Ziboxe, encampcd at the verie 

tes; from whence after many daies abode, 
Ending neither promiſed partie, nor prouifio 
to batter; made retraitby lad, in deſpight of all 
their Garriſons , both of Horle and foote. In 
this ſort 1 haue alittle digrefled from my firſt 
purpoſe, only by the neceflarie com Cifon of 
theirs and ouractions : the one couetous of 


| honor withoutvaunt or oſtentation;the other 
| i” ap to purchaſe the opinis of theirown 


ires,& by falſe rumorsto reſiſtthe blaſts of 
their owne diſhonors,as they wil not only not 
bluſh to ſpread all manner of vntrathes : but 
euen for the leaſt aduantage, be it but for the 
taking of one pooreaduenturer ofthe Engliſh, 
will celebrate the vitorie with bonehiers in c- 
uerie town,alwaies ſpending more in faggots, 
then the purchaſe was worth they obtained. 
When as we neuer yet thought 1t worth the 
conſumption of two billets, when we haue ta- 
keneightor ten of their Indian thippes at one 
time,& twentie of the Braſill lect. Such is the 
difference betweene true valure, and oftenta- 
tion: and betweene honourable ations, and 
friuolons vaineglorious uaunts. But now to 

returne to my firſt purpoſe, 
The L. Thomas Howard, with fixe of her _ 
Maicſties

Maieſtics ſhips,ſixe victualers of London, the 
barke Ralegh, and two orthree Pinnales ri- 
ding atanchor nerc vnto Flores, one of the 
Welterlic Ilands of the Azores,the laſt of Au- 


guſt in the after noone, had intelligence by 


one Captaine Iidleton,of the approch of the 
Spaniſh Armada. Which Hzal:ton being ina 
verie good Sailer, had kept them eompanie 
threedaies beforc,of good purpoſe, both to 
diſcouer their forces the more;as allo to giue 
aduiceto my L,Thomas of their approch. He 
had no ſooner deliuered the newes but the 
Fleet was in fight: manie of our ſhippes com- 
panies were 6n ſhore in the Iland, ſome pro- 
uiding balaſt for theirſhips, others filling of 
water and refreſhing themſeluces from the 
land with ſuch thinges as they coulde either 
tor money, or by force recouer. By reaſon 
 whercofour ſhips bcingall peſtered and ro- 

maging euerie thing out of order, verie light 

for want ofbalaſt. And that which was moſt 
to our difaduantage,the one halfe part of the 
men of cueric ſhippe ſicke, and vtterly vnler- 
uiceable. For in the Revenge there were nintie 


diſcaſed : in the Bonaventure , not {o many . 


in healthas could handle her maine faile. For 
had not twentie men beene taken out of a 
Barke of Sir George Caryes, his being comman- 
ded to be ſunke, and thoſe appointed to her, 
ſhe had hardly cuer recoucred England. The 


reſt for the moſt part, were in little better ſtate, 
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Thenames of her Maicſties ſhippes were theſe 
as followecth- the Defiaunce, which was Admi- 
rall, the Revenge Viceadmirall, the Bonanenture 
commanded by Captaine Croſſe, the Lion by 
George Fenner, the Foreſight by M.T homas Ya- 
uiſour,and the Craneby Duffeild. The Foreſight 
& the Craze being bur {mal ſhips ; onely the 0- 
ther were of the middleſize; thereſt,beſidsthe 
Barke Ralegh,commanded by Captaine Thin, 
wete victualers, & of ſmall force or none. The 
Spaniſh flcete hauing ſhrouded their approch 
 byreaſon of the Iland, were now ſo ſoone at 
had, as our ſhips had ſcarce ume to waye their 
anchors, but ſome of them were driuen to let 
ſlippe their Cables and ſet ſayle. Sir Richard 
Grinuile was the laſt waied,to recouer the men 
that were ypon thelland,which otherwiſe had 
beene loſt. The L. Thomas with the reſt ve- 
rie hardly recouered the winde, which Sir 
RichardGrinuile not being able to do, was per- 
ſwaded by the maiſter and others to cut his 
maine faile.and caſt about, andto truſt to the 
failing of the ſhippe: forthe ſquadron of S1ui/ 
were on his wether bow. -But Sir Richard vt- 
terly refuſed toturne from the enimie, alled- 
ging that he wouldrather choſe to dye, then 
to diſhonour him ſelfe, his countrie, and her 
Maiſtics ſhippe, perlwading his companie that 
he would paſſe through the two Squadrons, 
indeſpight ofthem:and enforce thoſe of $1ui/ 
rogue him way, Which hepertormed vpon 
| diucrſc 
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Reueneeat ſea. 

diuerſe ofthe formoſt, who as the Marriners 
rcrmciit,ſprang their luffe, and fell ynder the 
lee of the Rewenge, Butthe othercourle had 
becne thebetter, and might right well haue 
beene anſwered in ſo great an impoſlsibilitic 
of preuailing.. Notwithſtanding out of the 
grealleotisminds he could not bee per- 
lwaded. In the meane while as hee attended 
thoſe which were neareſt him, the great Sar 


Philip being in the winde of him 8&, comming | 


towards him,becalmed his failesin ſuch forr.as 
the ſhippe could neither make way nor feele 
the helme: ſo huge and high carged was the 
Spaniſh ſhip, w__ ofathouſand & fue hun- 
drcthtuns. Who afterlaid the Rewenge aboord. 
When he was thus bereft of his ſails, the 
ſhips that wer vnder his lee luffing vp,allo laid 
him aborde: of which the next was the Admi- 
rall ofthe Biſcaines, a verie mightie and puy- 
fant ſhippe commanded by Br:ttan Dona. The 
ſaid Philipcarried three tire ofordinance on a 
{1de,and eleuen peeces in cuerie tire. She ſhot 


eightforth right out of her chaſe, beſides thoſe 


of her Sterne portes. 
Afrterthe Revenge was intangled with this 
Philiy, foure other boorded her, twoon her 
larboord,and two on her ſtarboord. Thefight 
thus beginning art three of the clocke in the 
after| noone, continued verie terrible all 
that euening. But the great San Philip ha- 
uing|receyued the lower tire of the Revenge, 
B 2 _ diſchar- 
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charged with croſlebarſhot, ſhifted hir ſelfe 
with all diligence from her ſides, vtterly miſli- 
king hir firſt entertainment. Some ſay that the 
ſhippe foundred,burt wee cannot report it for 
truth, vnleſſe wee were aſſured. The Spaniſh 
ſhips were filled with companies of fouldiers, 
in ha two hundred bc{1des the Marriners; 
in ſome fiue,in others eight hundreth. In ours 
- there were none atall, beſide the Marriners, 
butthe ſeruants of the commanders and ſome 
few voluntaric Gentlemen only. After many 
enterchanged voleics of great ordinance and 
{ſmall ſhot, the Spaniards deliberated to enter 
the Rexenze,and made diuers attempts, hoping 
to forcc herby the multitudes of their armed 
ſouldiers and Musketicrs, but were ſtilt repul- 
ſed againeand againe, and atall times beaten 
backe, into their own ſhippes, or intothe ſeas. 
Inthe beginning of the fight, the George Noble 
of London, hauing recciued ſome ſhot thorow 
her by the Armados, fell vader the Lee of the 
Rewenze,and asked Syr Richard what he would 
_ commandhim, being but oneof thevictulers 
and of {mall force: Syr Richard bidde himfaue 
ſauce himſelfe,& leauc him to his fortune. Af- 
ter the fight had thus without intermiſhon, 
cotinued while the day laſted & ſome houres 
ofthe night, many ofour men were laineand 
hurt, andoneof the great Gallions of the Ar- 
mada, and the Admirall of the Hulkes both 
{unke, andin many other of the Spaniſh ſhips

great ſlaughter was made. Some write that ſir 
Richard was yerie dangerouſly hurtalmoſt in 
the beginning of the fight,and laic ſpeechleſle 
for atime cre he recoucred. But two ofthe 
Reuenges owne companie , brought home in a 
ſhip of Lime from the Ilandes, examined by 
ſomeof the Lordcs, and others : ahrmed that 
he was ncuer ſo wounded as that hee forſooke 
the == decke,tilan houre before midnight; 

andthe being ſhotinto the bodice with a Mul- 
ketashee was adreſfling , was againe ſhot into 
the head, & withalt his Chirurgion wounded 
todcath. This agreeth alſo with an examinati- 
on taken by Syr Frances Godotphin , of 4. other 
Marriners of the ſame ſhippe being returned, 

which examination, the ſaid Syr Frances ſent 
vnto maiſterWilkam Kilkerue, of her Maicſtics 

priuie Chamber. 

But to return to the fight, the Spaniſh ſhips 
which attemptedto board the Renenge, asthcy 
were wounded & beaten of, ſo alwates others 
came in their places,ſhe hauing neuer lefleth& 
two mightte Gallions by her ſides,and aboard 
her.So that ere the morning,from three of the 
clocke the day before, there had fifteene ſeue- 
rall Armados affaited her, andalt fo ill appro- 
ued their entertainment, as they were by the 
breakeofday, far morewilling to harken to a 
compoſition, then haſtily to make any more 
aſſaults or entries. Butas theday encreaſed,ſo 
our mendecrealcd:and as the light grew more 


3 and 
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and more,by ſo much more grew our diſcom- 
forts. For none appeared in {1ght but cnemies, 
ſauing one ſmall ſhip called the Pilgrim, com- 
mandcd by 1acob Whiddon , who houercd all 
nighrto ſcetheſucceſle - but in the mornyng 
bearing with the. Revenge, was hunted likea 
hare among(t many rauenous houndes, but 
clcaped. 

All the powder of the Revenge to the laſt 
barrell was now ſpent,all her pikes broken,for- 
tie of her beſt men flaine, and the moſt part of 
the reſt hurt. In the beginning of the fightſhe 
had butone hundreth free from ſ1cknes, and 
toureſcore and ten ſicke, laid in hold vponthe 
Ballaſt. A ſmall troupe to manſuch a ſhip, and 
a weake Garriſoh to reſiſt ſo mighty an Any: 
By thoſe hundredall was ſuſtained,the volets, 


: beurdings, and entrings of fifteene ſhippes of 


warre, belides thoſe which beat her at large. 
On the contrarie , the Spaniſh were alwaics 
ſupplied with fouldicrs brought from cueric 
ſquadron : all manerof Armesand pouderat 
will. Vnto ours there remained no comfort art 
all, no hope, no ſupply cither of thips, men, or 
weapons; the maſtes all beaten ouer board, 
all her tackle cuta ſunder, her vpper worke al- 
rogither raſed, and ineffect cuened ſhee was 
with the water, but the veric foundation or 
bottom of a ſhip, nothing being left ouer head 
cither for flight ordefence.Syr Richard finding 
himſclfc in this diſtreſſe, & vnable anie longer 


to 
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| Renengedt ſea. : 
to make reſiſtance, hauing endured in this 
fifteenchoures fight,theaſlault of fifteene ſe- 
ucrall Armadoes all by tornnes aboorde him, 
and by eſtimation eight hundred ſhot of : 
grcatartillerie, beſides manie aſſaults and en- 
tries. And thathimſeltc and the ſhippe muſt 
needes be polleſſed by the enimie, who were 
now all caſt inaring round about him, The 
Reuvenze notable ro moue one way or other, 
but as ſhe was moucd with the waucs and 
billow of the ſea: commanded the maiſter 
Gunner, whom he knew to bea moſt reſolute 
man, t9 ſplit and ſinke the ſhippe; that there- 
by nothing might remaine of glorte or victo- 
ric to the Spanuards:{ceing in{o manic houres 
ftight,and with ſo great a Nauie they were not 
able totake her, hauing had fifteenc houres 
time, fifteenc thouſand men,and fittie & three 
ſaile of men ofwarre to performe it withall, 
And perſwaded the companie, oras manic as 
he could induce, to yeelde them clues vnto 
God, and to the mercie of noneels; but as 
they had like valiant reſolute men, repulſed ſo 
manie enimies, they ſhould not now ſhorten 
the honour of their nation, by prolonging 
their owne liues fora few houres, or a few 
daics. | The maiſter Gunner readilic conde(- - 
cendedand diuers others; but the Captaine | 
and the Maiſter were of an other opinion,and 
beſought Sir Richard to haue care of them: al- 


leaging that the Spaniard would beas readie_ 
| to 
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 befree from Gally or impriſonmient. To this 
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toentertaine a compolition,as they were wil- 
ling to offer the ſame: audthat there being di- 
ucrleſufhicientand valiantmen yetliuing, and 


whoſe woundes were not mortall, they might 


doe their countric and prince acceptable ſer- 
uice hereafter. And (that where Sir Rrehard 
had allcaged that the Spadiards ſhould neuecr 
gloric to haue taken one ſhippe of her Maic- 
ſties, ſecing they had ſolong and ſo notably 
defcnded them ſclues)they anſwered, that the 


| ſhippe hadſixe foote water in hold, threeſhot 


vnder water which were ſo weakly ſtopped,as 
with the firſt working of the ſca, ſhe muſt 
needes {inke,and was beſides ſo cruſht & bru- 
ſed.asſhe could ncucr be remoued put of the 


. place. 


And as the matter was thus in diſpute, and 
Sir Richard rctuſing to hearken to any of thoſe 


_ reaſons, the maiſterof the Revenge (while the 


Captaine wan vnto him the greater party) was 
conuoydeabordec the Generall Don Alfonſo 
Baſſan. Who finding none oucr haſtic to cn- 
ter the Revenge againe,doubting leaſt S. Richard 


- . would haue blowne them vp and himfelfe, 


and percetuing bythe report of the maiſter of 
the Rexenge his daungerous diſpoſition: yeel- 
ded thatall theirliues ſhould bee ſaued, the 
companie ſent for England, and the better 
ſorte to pay ſuch reaſonable ranſome as their 
eſtate would beare,and in the meane ſeaſon to 


he 
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he ſo much the rather condeſcended as well 
as I _ aide, for feare of- further loſle 
and miſ{chiefeto them (clues, as alſo for the de- 
firehet had to recouer Sir Richard Grinuile, 
whom for his notable valurehe ſeemed great- 
ly to honourand admire. \« 

When this anfiwere was returned, and that 
ſafetic of life was promiſed, the common ſort 
beingnowat the end of their perill, the moſt 
drew backe from Sir Richard and the mailſter 
Gunner,being no hard matter to diſwade men 
from death to life . The maiſter Gunner 
finding him ſelfe and Sir Richard thus preuen- 
ted and maiſtered by the greater number, 
would haue laine himſelfe with a ſword , had 
he not beene by force withheld and locked in- 
to his/Cabben. | Then the Generall ſent ma- 
nic boates abord the Rewenge, and diuerſe of 
our men fearing Sir Richards diſpoſition, ſtole 
away\aboord the Generall andother ſhippes. 
Sir Richard thus oucrmatched , was ſent vnto 
by Alfonſo Baſſan to remoue out of the Re- 
wenge, the ſhippe being maruellous vnſauerie, 
filledwith bloud & bodies of deade, & woun- 
ded menlikea ſlaughterhouſe, Sir Richardan- 
ſwered that he might do with his bodie what 
heliſt,for heeſtecmed itnort,and as he was car- 
ried 6utof theſhippe he ſwounded, and reui- 
uingagaine Iefired; the companie to pow for 


him. TheGenerall vied Sir Richard with all 
humanitic,and left nothing vnattempred that 
SY C tended 


T be laſt fighn of the 


tended to his recouerie, highly commending 
his valour and worthines, -' greatly bewai- 
led the daunger wherein he was , beeing vnto 
them a rareſpeRacle, and arclolution ſildome 
approued,to {ce one ſhip turne toward ſo ma- 
ny encmics, to endure the charge & boording 
of ſo many huge Armados,and to reſiſt and re- 
pell the aſſaults and entries of ſo many ſouldi- 
crs. All which 8 more, is confirmed by a Spa- 
nth Captaine of the ſame Armada, anda pre- 
ſentactor in the fight, who being ſcuercd trom 
the reſt inaſtorm,was by the Lyo# of London 
a {mall ſhip taken,& 1s now indrid Lodon. 

The generall commander of the Armada, 
was Don Alphonſo Baſſan , brotherto the Mar- 
queſle of Santa Cruce. The Admirall of the Biſ- 
caine ſquadron, was Britan Dona, Ofthe ſqua- 
dron of Siuill, Marques of Arumburch. The 
Hulkes and Flybotes were commaunded by 
Luis Cutino. There were ſlaine anddrowned in 
this fight, well necre two thouſand of the ene- 
mies, and two eſpeciall commanders Dor Luis 
de ſant Tohn , and Don George de Pranaria de 
Mall:ga, as the Spaniſh Captain confeſleth,be- 
ſides diucrs others of -__ account, wherof 
as yet report 1s not made. 

The Admirall of the Hulkes &the Aſcention 
of S74ill, were both ſuncke by the fide of the 
Reuenze; one other recouered the rode of Saint 
AMichels,and ſuncke alſo there ;a fourth ranne 


her ſclfe with the ſhore to ſaucher men. Syr 
| Richard

Richard diedas itis faid,theſecond orthirdday 
aboard the Generall, and was by them greatly 
bewailed. What became of his bodie, whether 
it were buricd inthe ſea oron the lande wee 
knownot : the comfort that remaineth to his 
friendes is, that he hath ended his life honou- 
rably in reſpect ofthe — wonne to his 
nation and country, and of the ſame to his po- 
ſteritie, and thatbeing dead, he hath notourli- 
ued his owne honour. | 

For the reſt of her Maieſtjes ſhips that en- 
tred not ſo fat into the fightas the Revenge, the = 
reaſons and cauſes were theſe, There were of 
them bur ix 1n all, wherot two but ſmal ſhips; 
the Revenze ingaged paſt recoucrie: The Iland 
of Flores was on the one f1de, 5 3. faile ofthe 
Spaniſh,diuided intoſquadrons onthe other, 
all as full filled with foldiers as they could con- 
taine. Almoſt the one haltc of our men ſicke 
and notable to ſerue : the ſhips growne foule, 
vnroomaged, and ſcarcely able to beareanie 
faile for wantof balaſt, hauing beene ſixe mo- = 
neths/atthe ſea before. Ifal the reſt had entred, 
all had been loſt. For the verie hugenes of the 
Spaniſh fleet, if'no other violence had been 
offred, would hauecruſhtthem between them 
into ſhiuers. Ofwhich thediſhonourand loſle 
to the Queene had been fargreater then the 
ſpoileor harmethat the enemy could any way 
haue recciued. Notwithſtanding it is verie 
true, that the Lord Thomas would haue entred 
berweene the ſquadrons,burt the reſt wold not 
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condeſcend; andthe maiſterofhis owne ſhip 
offred to leape into the ſea, rather then to con- 
ductthat her Maicſties ſhipand the reſt to be a 
praic to the enemy, where there was no hope 
nor poſſibilitic cither of defence or victorie. 
Which alſo in my opinion had il ſorted or an- 
fwered the diſcretion & truſt ofa Generall, to 
commit himſelfe and his charge toan aſſured 
deſtrution, without hope or any likelihood 
of preuailing : therby to diminiſhthe ſtrength 
of herMaieitics Nauy,& to enrich the pride& 
gloric of the enemic. The Foreſight of the 
Queenes commanded by M.Th.Yamuiſor, per- 
formed a veric greatfight,& ſtayd two houres 
as necrethe Revenge as the wether wold permit 
him,not forſaking the fight, ill hee was like to 
be encompaſſed by the {quadros,& with great 
diftcultic cleared himſelte, The reſt gaue di- 
uers volcies of ſhot,& entred as far as the place 
permitted & their own neceſſities, to keep the 
weather gage of the _ vntill they were 
parted by night. A fewe daics after the fight 
was ended, & the Engliſh priſoners diſperſed 
into the Spaniſh & Indy ſhips, there aroſe ſo 

_ greataſtorme from the Weſt and Northweſt, 
that all the lcetwas diſperſed,as well the Indi- 
- anflect which were then come vnto them, as 
the reſt of the Armadathat attended their ar- 
riuall, of which 14. faile togither with the Re- 
enge, & in her 200. Spaniards, were caſt away 
vponthe I{le of S. Mzchaels. So it pleaſed them 
to honor the buriall of that renowned ſhip the

Renenoeat ſea. 
Reenge,not ſuffring herto periſh alone, for the 
grcathonourſhe achicued inherlife time.On 
the reft ofthe Ilandes there were caſt away in 
this ſtorme, 15.0r 16. more of the ſhips of war, 


and of a hundred and odde faile of the Indie 


fleet, expected this yeere in Spaime,whar in this 
rempeſt,& what beforein the bay of Mexico,8 
about'the Bermudas there were 70.8 odde con- 
ſumed & loſt, with thoſe taken by our ſhips of 
London, beſides one verie rich 1ndianſhippe, 
which ſet herſelfeon fire, beeing beartatby 
the Pilgrim, & five other take by Maiſter Wars 
his ſhips of London, between the Hauana and 
Cape S, Antonio. The 4. ofthis month of Nou@- 
ber, we recciued letters from the Tercera, afhr- 
ming þthere are 3000.bodies of me remaining 
in that Tland, ſaued out of the periſhed ſhips: 


and that by the Spaniards own cofeſlis,, there 


are 10000.caſt away in this ſtorm, beſides thoſe 
that are periſhed betweene the Ilands and the 
maine. Thus it hath pleaſed God to fight for 
vs,& to defend the juſtice of our cauſe, againſt 
the ambicious & bloudy pretenſes of the Spa- 
niard, who ſecking to deuourall nations, are 
themſelues deuoured. A mamiteſt teſtimonie 
how iniuſt &diſpleaſing, their attempts are in 

the fight of God, whe pleaſed to witnes 


by the ſucceſſe of their affaires , his miſlike of 
theirbloudy and iniurious deſtgnes,purpoſed 
& practiſed againſt all Chriſtian Princes,ouer 
whom they ſecke vnlawfull and vngodly rule 
and Empery, 
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One day ortwo beforethis wrack hapned 

_ tothe ſpanith fleet, when as ſome of our priſo- 
ners deſired to be {ct on ſhore vp6 the ITlands, 
hopingto be fr6 thecetraſported intoEnglad, 
which libertie was formerly by the Generall 
promiſed : One _Morice Fitz 10h, ſonne of 
old 1ohn of Deſmonda notable traitor, couſcn 
german to the late Earle of Deſmond, was {ent 
to the Engliſh from ſhip to ſhip, to perſuade 
them to ſerue the King of Spazze. The argu- 
ments he vied to inducethem,were theſe.'The 
increaſe of pay which he promiſedto bee tre- 
bled: aduancement tothe better ſort: and the 
exctciſc of the true Catholicke religion, and 
ſatctic of their ſoules to all. For the firſt, eucn 
the beggerly & vnnaturall behaviour of thoſe 
Engliſh, and Iriſh rebels, that ſerued the King 
in thatpreſentaction,was ſufficient toanſwere 
that firſt argument of rich paie. For ſo poore 
andbeggerly they were,as tor want of apparel 
they {tripped their poore country men priſo- 
ners outot their ragged garments, worne to 
nething by {ix months ſeruice, and ſpared not 
to deſpoile them cuen of their bloudie ſhirts, 
from their wounded bodies, & the very ſhooes 
from their teete ; A notable teſtimonie of their 
rich entertainmentand great wages. The e- 
cond reaſon was hope of aduancement ifthey 
{crued well, and would continue faithfull to 
the King. But what man can beſo blockiſhly 
ignorant cuct toexpect place or honour from 


a 
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a forraine king,hauing no other argument or 
_.per{waſion then his owne difloyaltic; to bee 


ynnaturall to his owne countrie that bredde 
him to his parents that begat him, and rebel- 
lious to his true prince,to whoſe obedicnce he 
is bound by othec, by nature, and by religion. 
No, they are onely aſſured to be imployed in 
all deſperate enterpriſes, to be held in ſcorne 
and diſdaine euer among thoſe whom they 
ſerue. And that euer traitor was cither truſted 
or aduanced I couldneuer yet reade, neither 
canl at this time remember any example. 
And no man could hauelcſle becommed the 
place ofan Oratorfor ſuch a purpoſe, then this 
Morice of Deſmond. For the Earle his coſen be- 
ing one of the greateſt ſabiccts in that kingd6 
of Ireland, hauingalmoſtwhole contries in his 
poſſeſſion ; ſo many goodly manners, Caſtles, 
and Lord(hips ; the Count Palatine of Kerry, 
fiue hundred gentlemen of his owne name 
and familie to follow him, belides others. All 
which he poſleſled in peace for three or foure 
hundred yearcs: was in lefle thenthree yeares 
after his adhering to the Spaniards and rebel- 
lion,beaten from all his holdes, notſo many 


as tengentlemen of his namelett liuing, him 


ſclte aalen and beheaded by a ſouldiour of his 
owne nation, and his land giuenby a Parla- 
ment to her Macſtie ,and potlefſed by the En- 
gliſh.His other coſen Sir lohn of Deſmond take 
by M.1hn Zouch,& his body hanged ouer the

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gates of his natiue citic to bee deuoured b 


Rauens : the third brother Sir Iames hange 
drawne, and quartered inthe ſame place. If 
he had withall vaunted of this ſucceſſe of his 
ownehoule, no doubrtthe argument woulde 
haue moued much,and wrought great effect; 
which becauſe he for that preſent forgot, I 
thought it good ro remember in his behalfe. | 
For matter ofreligion it would requirca parti- 
culcrvolume, it I ſhould ſetdowne how irre- 
Iigiouſly they coner their greedy and am- 
bicious pretences, with that vayle of pictic. 
Burt ſure I am, that there is no kingdom or 
common wealth in all Europe, but itthcy bee 
reformed, they then inuade it for rcligion ſake: 
ifitbe, as they terme Catholike, they pre- 
tende title , as it the Kinges of Caſtile were 
the naturall heires of all the worlde : and fo 
betweene both, no kingdom is vnſought. 
where they dare notwith their owne forces to 
inuade, they baſcly entertaine the traitors and 
vacabondes of all nations; ſecking by thoſe & 
by their runnagate Jeſuits to win partes, and 
haue by that meane ruined many Noble hou- 
{esand others in this land, and haue extingui- 
ſhed both their liues and families. What 
good, honour, orfortune eucr man yet by 
themachiued, 1s yet vnheard of,or vnwritten. 
And if our Engliſh Papiſtes do but looke into 
Portugall, agatnſt whom they haue no pre- 
tence of religion, how the Nobilige are put 
to 
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death, impriſoned,their rich men madea pray, 
andall fortes of people captiucd , they ſhall 
tind that the obedicnce cuen of the Turke is 
calieandalibertic,in reſpe&t of the ſlauerie & 
tyrannie of Spazve. Whatthey haue donein 
Still in Naples, Millayne, and in the low coun- 
tries ; who hath there beene ſpared for religi- 
onatall? And it commeth to my remem- 
brance of a certaine Burgerof Antwerpe,whoſle 
houſe being entred by a companie of Spaniſh 
{ouldiers, when they firſt ſacked the Cine, hee 
belought them to ſpare him and his goodes, 
beingagood Catholike,andone of their own 
partie and faction, The Spaniardes anſwered, 
that they knew him to be ofa good conſcience 
for him ſelfe,but his money.plate, iewels, and 
go0o0des,wereall hereticall, and therfore good 

rize. | So they abuſed and tormented the 
fooliſh Flemming, whohoped that an Agnus 
Dei had beene a ſufficient Target againlt all 
force of that holicand chantablenation. Nei- 


ther haue they atany time as they proteſt in- 
uaded the kingdomes of the Inates and Pers, 
and els where;butonely led thereunto, rather 
. toreducethe people to Chriſtianitie, then for 
either golde or emperic. When as inone 
onely Ilandcalled Os 7s. haue waſted 
thirtie hundred thouſand of the naturall peo- 
ple,belides manic millions els in other places 
of the Indies: a poore and harmeleſle peo- 
_ ple created of God, -_ might haue beene | 
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won to his knowledge,as many of them were, 


 andalmoſtas manie as cuer were perſwaded 


thereunto, The Storie whereof is at large 
written by a Biſhop of their owne nation cal- 
Bartholome de las Caſa”, and tranſlated into En- 
gliſh and manie other languages,intituled The 
Spaniſh cruelties, Who would therefore re- 
poſctruſt in ſucha nation of rauinous ſtraun- 
gcrs,and cipecialy in thoſc Spaniardes which 
more greedily thirſt after Engliſh bloud, then 
after the liues of anie other people of Europe; 
for the manie ouerthrowes and diſhonours 
they haue receiued atour handes, whoſe weak- 
neſſe we haue diſcouered to the world, and 
whoſe forces at home,abroad,in Exrope, in 1n- 
dia, by ſea and land ; we haue cuen with hand- 
fulles of men and ſhippes, ouerthrowne and 
dithonoured. Let notthereforeanie Engliſh 
man ofwhart religion ſocuer, haue other opini- 
on ofthe Spaniards, but that thoſe whom hee 
ſceketh ro winne of our nation, hee eſteemeth 
baſe and traitcrous,vnworthie perſons, or vn- 
conſtant fooles: and that he vſcth his pretence 
of religion, for no other purpoſe, but to be- 


witch vs from the obedience of our naturall 


prince ; hereby hoping in timeto bring'vs to 
{laueric and ſybicction,and then none thall be 
vnto them fo odious, and diſdained-as the 
traitours themſelues, who haue folde their 
countrie to a ſtraunger, and forſaken their 
faith and obedience contraric to nature or re- 


ligion, 
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ligion; and contrarie to that humane and ge- 
nerall honour,not onely of Chriſtians, bur of 
heathen and irreligious nations, who haue al- 
waics ſuſtained what labour ſoeuer, and em- 
braced euen death it ſelfe, fortheir countrie, 
rinceor common-wealth. To conclude, it 
th cuer to this day pleaſed God, to proſper 
and defend her Mateſtic,tobreake the purpo- 
fes of malicious enimics, of fore{worne trai- 
tours,and of iniuſt practiſes and inuaſons. She 
hath euer beene honoured of the worthieſt 
Cy faithfull ſubie&ts, and ſhall 
by thefauour of God, reſiſt, repell, and con- 
found all whatſocuer attempts againſt her ſa- 
credPerſon or kingdome. In the meanetime, 
let the Spaniard and traitour vaunt of their 
ſucteſle,; and weher true and obedient val- 
falles guided by the ſhining light of her ver- 
tucs, ſhall alwaiesloue her,ſcruc her, and obey 
- herto the end of our liucs. |

T He flect of Nous Hiſpania , attheir firſt ga- 
thering togither and ſerting foorth, were 
$ fails. The Admiral was of 600.tuns.and the 
Vice Admirall of the ſame burthen. Foure or 
fiue of the ſhips were of gco. and 1000.tunnes 
a peece,ſome 500. and 40o.and the leaſt of 200. 
tunnes. Of this fleet 19. were caſt away, and in 


them 2600. men by eſtimati6,which was done 


along the coaſt of Noua Hiſpania ,1o that of the 


ſame fleet, there came to the Hauara, but three 
and thirtie failes. 


The flecte of Terra Firma, were atthcir 
firſt re from Spazn,5o.failes, which were 
bound for Nombre de Dios, where they did dil- 
charge their lading , & thence returned to Car- 
tagena,tor their healths ſake, vnrill the time the 


treaſure was readie they ſhould take in, at the 


faid Nombrede Dios.But before this fleet depar- 
ted,ſome were gone by one or two ata time, ſo 


that only 2 3, failes of this fleetearriucd in the 
Hizana.

In the whole 77.ſhips,which ioyned and 
ſerſailes togither,at the Hauana, the 17. of Iuly, 
according to our account, & kept togither vn- 
till they came into the height of 3 5. degrees, 
which was about the tenth of Auguſt , where 
they found the windeat Southweſt,chaunged - 
{odenly to the North, ſo that theſea comming 
out of the Sqouthweſt, and the winde very vio- 
lentat North, they were putall into great ex- 
tremity,and then firſt loſt the Generall of their 
fleet, with 5o0.men in her; and within three or 
foure daics after an other ſtormeriling, there 
were hue or {ix other of the biggeſt ſhips caſt 
away with all their men, togither with their 
vice Admirall. 


Andin' the height of 4 8. degrees about 
the end of Auguſt, grew another greatſtorme, 
in which all the fleet ſauing 48. ſailes were caſt 
away: which 48. failes kept togither,vntill they 
came in ſ1ght of the Ilands of Coro & Flores, a- 
bourthe 5. or 6. of September,at which time a 
great ſtorme ſeperated them; of which num- 

cr 1/5. or 16, wereafter ſcene by theſe Span- 
yards to ride atanchor vnder the Tergera,; and 
twelueor fourctcene moreto bearc with the 
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Tland of S.e Michaels, what became of them af- 
ter thattheſe Spaniards weretaken, cannot yet . 
be certified ; their opinion is, that veric few of, . 
the fleetare eſcaped,butare cither drowned or 
taken.And it i5 otherwaics of late certified, that 
of this whole fleet that ſhould haue come into 
Spainerhis yeare,bcing 123.faile,thereareas yet 
arriued but 25. This note was takenout of the. 
examination of certaine Spaniards, that were 
brought into England by fix of the ſhips 
of London.which tooke ſcucn of 
the aboue named Indian 
flcer,ncere the Ilands 
of Agores. 
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
